After daylong fighting, the Jews, 
who had taken up positlons in oa 
house one mile south of Bethlehem, 
with the Arabs entrenched around 
it, a truce was arranged this evening 
by the British military headquarters. 

Almost 100 Haganah men and 10 
Jewish women were rescued alive 
by the Army just 24 hours after they 
had escaped ‘from the big convoy, 
trapped and destroyed on the road, 


Inside the house, when_troops_of.

EVACUATING WOUNDED 

An announcement of the truce 
sald it! was hoped to evacuate 35 
wounded Jews from Bethlehem to- 
night, and added the ‘remainder of 
the Jews ambushed would also be 
ovacuated under the terms of the 
truce. - 

On the side of a hill within sight 
of the 30 or more - wrecked 
armoured vehicles that made up the 
convoy, Reuter’s correspondent

“We had 
about 10 women among us in the 
house but none of them was hurt, 
although bullets were whizzing alt 
night long and causing mounting 
casualties. We had only seven or 
eight of our lorries which had 
managed to reach the house, and we 
formed them into a protective bar- 
ricade. We are now left with seven 
or cight lorries and about. six 
armoured .cars,-the-rest-being wreel-- 
ed by the Arabs". 


THREE CARS ESCAPE 


-Asked if the Jews would have been- 
able to hold out much longer, he 
‘said: “We should nat have been able 
:to get out”. 

It is understood -that three of the 
cars manoged to double 
back to Kafr Etzion at the begin- 
ning of the attack, which Httered 
several miles’ of the road with 
burned-out and overturned vehicles 
and a dozen charred bodies. 
Following the attack at Kabiri, the 
{ burnt-out shells of five Jewish 
vehicles were found by British 
troops and police on the Northern 
Palestine road. . 


The Jewish column, escorted by a 
single armoured car, was attacked by 
Arabs using two-inch mortars and 
light machineguns, an hour before 
sunset last night., ; 

Later, a British flying column was 
rushed into action, but failed to reach 
the beleuguered Jews. 

Troops of the Royal Artillery 
regiment then opened up with 12 and 
25-pound high explosive shells, and 
the Arabs withdrew. 

While the siege of the Hagansh 
convoy survivors was golny on near 
Jerusalem, there were bursts: of- 
rifle fre in Jerusalem which led to 
two fatal British ensualtics, one a 
non-commissioned officer and the 
other u woman, Miss Mildred F.

would have limited powers of 
inspection to detect atomic violators. 

The Uuited States and elght other 
Commission members already have 
Served notlee during the months of 
discussion of the Moscow Proposals 
that they do not consider them an 
adequate basis. for world atomic 
‘security.—~"rhoy “committed them- 
selves instead to the original United 
States plan presented by Bernard 
Baruch. °

VETO-PROOF CONTROL 


The Amertean proposals call for a 
veto-proof world atomic control’ 
ugency with broad powers to manage, 
supervise and, in some cases, own 
the world's atomic energy facllltids, 

The ‘Commission would be em- 
powered to send inspectors {nto nny 
corner of the world to insure ogainst 
clandestine .atomic activities or con- 
version of nuclear fucl from peace- 
ful uses. 

The Control ogency would have 
power to take steps carly in ‘the 
game to correct violations and the 
Security Council, with its veto nulli- 
fied In atomic cases, would be re- 
quired to punish offenders. 

Russia has ruled out elimination 
of the veto and flatly opposes grant- 
ing the atomic control agency 
‘powers of management, supervision 
or ownershlp, .

.SUB-NORMAL CHILDREN 

Incidentally, we no longer speaks of 
“mentally deficient” children since 
the big volume of work on this sub- 
ject done over the past 30 or ,40 
yeura hng. shown that only a very 
small percentage of sub-normal chil~ 
dren are incapable of being tralned 
to normality—or ‘at least to a point 
where they can carn their living and 
take their place in the community as 
responsible and self-reliant members. 
And the same applies to the .vast 
majority ot physically handicapped 
children. - 

The numbers concerned are rela-- 
tively small. It is estimated . that 
they: vary from’ about 0.2 per 1,000

SERIOUS DEFECTS - 


. In tha case of serlous defects such 
as blindness or physical de- 
formity, there is no diMeulty abouts, 
dingnosis, but many other cases are 
dtMcult to detect. What is regarded 
os ordinary dullness or even bad con- 
duct may in fact bo ‘the result: of 
some slight . physical, mental or 
psychological defect such.as partial 
deafness or muscular maladjustment 


affecting speech. It is, therefore, the, . 


duty of the teacher,-in co-operation 
with the ‘school’s medical officer,’ to
